Miss Alethe Young, 
twenty-two 
.years old, living with lier sister in 
Sunnier, tliree miles Southwest of 
Arlington, was perhaps fatally burn­ 
ed early this morning. 
Her night­ 
clothes caught fire while she stood 
in front of an open 
fireplace 
and 
were almost burned from her body 
before the blaze was 
extinguished. 
The attending physician says that 
the chances for her recovery were 
very slight. 
Miss Young was severely burned 
all over the back from her neck to 
lier hips, on the arms and on each 
side of her body from lier hips to her 
armpits. 
She is suffering excruciat­ 
ing pain as a result of the accident 
and is compelled to lie on her face in 
her bed. 
Because the burn is largely a sur­ 
face burn it is considered more dan­ 
gerous. 
Physicians say that there is 
more danger from a burn which does 
pot penetrate deeply but covers much 
of the surface skin of the body than 
there is from a burn which does not 
cover much of the body but which 
penetrates. 
When the skin is burn­ 
ed it is unable to perform its func­ 
tions and in this manner tim p a ­ 
tient s vitality is lessened physicians 
say. 
Miss Young’s back, arms and sides 
are a solid mass of burns. 
As soon 
as possible jifte r the accident occur­ 
red Dr. Barnum of Manilla was call­ 
ed and administered to her injuries. 
He was able to a slight degree to al­ 
leviate the j>nin resulting from such 
a terrible burn. 
Miss Young arose early this morn­ 
ing, and before dressing, went to the I

fire to warm her body. 
si,,, stood Omer Armstrong Suffers Severe In- 
too close to the open grate and her 
nightdress caught 
fire from behind. 
Before she realized what was trans­ 
piring, her nightgown had been burn­ 
ed from her back. 
Suddenly realiz­ 
ing that her body was burning, and 
.screaming from the severe pain, she 
rushed to her bed in an adjoining 
room and 
fell on it 
attempting to 
smother the fire. 
Her sister. Miss 
Pearl Young, 
hearing her 
sister’s 
cries, rushed into the room and roll­ 
ed her on the bed until the 
flames 
had been extinguished. 
The remain­ 
der of the nightgown was torn from 
her body. 
The victim of the 
accident 
has 
heen partly blind since childhood and 
it is is thought for this reason that 
she might not have noticed how near 
the fire she had approached.

and her sister, 
Miss Pearl Young, 
who teaches in school number nine in 
Sumner, live alone at their home in

The apples at the storage plant are 
; carefully packed iii boxes, baskets 
and barrels. 
They are stored by the 
1 Indiana company free of cost, which 
will hold them until about the time 
the show opens, when the exhibitors 
will arrange 
them 
attractively

trays, boxes and barrels and dis­ 
play them in Tomlinson hall for prize 
ribbons. 
It is evident that there is 
going to be sharp competition among 
exhibitors in all

Turk and in case of war it is the 
opinion of local members of the na­

The day dream of every patriotic 
Greek is a reunited empire by Besan- 
ti urn which would include the whole 
Balkan peninsula and would be go\ -

strength is in proportion. 
Tripoli, the much desired country 
and the cause of all the trouble is 
hardly out of being a savage country. 
At best the inhabitants are fanatical 
Moslems and Arabs, some of them 
being the scum of other nations. Un­ 
til Tripoli was given a good licking by 
the United States in the first two or 
three years of the nineteenth century 
-he had been the nudes of a nest of 
pirates which had harassed the com­ 
merce of all nations for a thousand 
years. 
Tripoli at that time was one 
of the Barbary states and was nomi­ 
nally a province of the Ottoman em­ 
pire. The nations of Europe found it 
much easier to pay tribute to these 
piratical men than to send expedi­ 
tions against them. 
When the United States became an 
independent nation, tribute was pro­ 
vided for the pirates of the Barbary 
states, and sent to the ruler of Trip­ 
oli upon several occasions—just as a 
bribe to the pirates to let our mer­ 
chant ships alone. 
Captain William 
Bainbridge 
was 
selected to carry the. tribute in 1809. 
Ile sailed in the ship George Wash­ 
ington, and found the sultan or dey, 
as he was called, of Algiers, awaiting 
him. 
The dey ordered Bainbridge to 
take the tribute to the sultan of Con­ 
stantinople, and get a receipt for it 
and return it to him. 
Bainbridge at first declined to do 
f=fo, whereupon the dev 
of Algiers 
called his attention to the fact that

The Philadelphia, one of our biggest 
ships, had captured a Moorish ship 
of considerable value, the captain of 
which had letters from the governor 
or Tangler giving him the right to 
prey upon American commerce. The 
matter was taken up with the govern­ 
or, and he declared he had issued no 
such authority, and that the letters 
were forgeries. 
So that let Tangler 
out of the contest. 
Shortly after this, the Philadelphia 
went upon the rocks just outside the 
port of Tripoli and was captured by 
the enemy, together with the seamen 
on board and Commander Bainbridge.
